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Once  a year,  at  Christmas  time,  giving  and  receiving  reach  a peak.  Then,  as  the 
problems  of  the  new  year  crowd  in  on  us,  the  warm  glow  we  get  from  giving  begins  to 
recede.  During  the  holiday  week  as  I sat  at  my  desk  at  East  Gate,  surrounded  by  the  pile 
of  greetings  you  so  thoughtfully  sent  me,  I wished  for  some  way  of  trapping  for  year- 
round  use  the  spirit  of  Christmas. 

For,  as  I read  your  messages,  T felt  renewed  energy  growing  within  me.  They  were 
more  than  holiday  greetings — they  were  personal  messages  giving  back  some  of  the  friend- 
liness and  helpfulness  you  have  been  receiving  from  our  association  together.  Together 
we  have  been  discovering  the  rich  background  of  history  that  essays  and  proofs  have  con- 
tributed to  philately  in  general. 

In  this  activity  of  ours,  as  in  every  other  phase  of  life,  it’s  doing  for  others  that 
makes  things  worth  while.  My  Dad  expressed  this  thought  to  one  of  his  congregations  in 
the  story  of  The  Two  Lakes.  His  church  had  successfully  hurdled  certain  financial  diffi- 
culties through  the  efforts  of  some  who  had  given  unselfishly  of  time  and  money.  But 
others,  who  had  received  equally,  gave  little. 

He  compared  these  two  types  of  church  members  with  the  Sea  of  Galilee  and  the 
Dead  Sea.  The  Sea  of  Galilee  is  fresh  and  sweet- — fish  abound  in  it,  and  rich  vegetation 
grows  on  its  banks.  But  the  water  in  the  Dead  Sea  is  unfit  to  drink — without  fish,  with- 
out birds,  and  surrounded  by  barrenness  and  desolation.  Yet  the  same  water  from  the 
mountains  flows  into  both. 

How  did  this  happen;  Galilee  said,  “I’ll  gather  the  sweet  waters  from  the  mountains 
and  make  a home  for  the  fish.  Birds  will  sing  here,  bring  men  to  fish,  and  to  live  on  my 
banks.  Then  I’ll  remember  the  country  to  the  south,  and  keep  a stream  running  down 
night  and  da^^’’  And  so  the  ever-flowing  water  was  always  fresh. 

But  the  Dead  Sea  thought  only  of  itself.  It  got  down  far  lower  than  any  other  body 
of  water,  so  all  waters  flowed  into  it,  but  none  could  get  out.  It  kept  to  itself  all  that 
came  in.  Only  the  water  didn’t  stay  sweet  because  the  sun  evaporated  it,  and  left  only 
the  bitter  salt  that  drove  away  fish,  birds  and  men. 

Some  folks  are  like  the  Dead  Sea — they  want  to  get,  but  never  give.  Then  soon 
what  they  do  get  becomes  bitter  and  tasteless.  But  those  who  are  like  the  Sea  of  Galilee 
love  to  give,  and  in  giving,  are  constantly  enriched  themselves. 

One  of  the  most  unselfish  men  in  history  was  St.  Francis  of  Assisi.  His  prayer  may 
well  be  repeated  by  men  of  any  race  or  creed: 


I.ord  make  me  a channel  of  Thy  pear'e

Ua  S»  Proofs 

By  Clarence  W.  Brazer. 

Prior  to  the  modern  method  of  distributing  photographs  of  new  stamp  designs,  India 
paper  proofs  were  distributed  to  the  press  to  publicise  new  issues,  as  early  as  1869.  Five 
times,  in  1879,  1885,  1890,  Jan.  1893  and  May  1893,  the  P.  O.  D.  distributed  500  sets  of 
cardboard  proofs  of  all  stamps,  postage,  official,  newspaper,  dues,  special  delivery,  etc.,  as 
issued  from  1847  to  those  respective  dates.  In  1893  100  sets  of  large  die  proofs  printed  on 
large  cards  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  were  distributed  by  the  P.  O.  D. 

From  the  very  first  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing  contract  for  postage  stamps  in 
1894,  die  proofs  have  been  distributed  to  officials  and  friends  of  the  P.  O.  D.  In  1894 
fifty  sets  of  large  die  proofs  were  given  of  all  postage,  dues,  special  delivery  and  news- 
paper proofs.  In  1899,  77  sets  of  single  color  large  die  proofs  and  216  sets  of  bi-color  die 
essays  of  the  Trans-Mississippi  issue  were  distributed.  In  1901,  about  50  sets  of  Pan 
American  large  die  proofs  wer^  presented  and  about  this  time  SPECIMEN  postage 
stamps  were  also  given  to  friends.  See  E.  P.  J.  No.  4,  page  226.  In  1903  some  83  albums 
of  small  die  proofs  of  all  postage  stamps  from  1847  to  1903  were  distributed,  and  in  1909 
several  of  these  were  brought  up  to  date.  The  P.  O.  D.  since  1876  has  paid  the  philatelists 
who  assisted  them  with  preparation  of  exhibits  for  which  Congress  had  made  no  appropria- 
tion, with  surplus  proofs  found  in  their  files.  Due  to  the  scandal  and  investigation  of  the 
special  printing  and  gifts  of  Pan  American  four  cents  inverted  essays  about  1903,  the 
presentation  of  proofs  for  which  requests  embarrassed  the  P.  O.  D.,  has  since  been  gener- 
ally confined  to  the  postmasters  general,  his  assistants  and  the  president,  and  no  SPECI- 
MENS have  been  overprinted  or  handstamped.  These  few  proofs  do  not  become  avail- 
able to  philatelists  until  the  recipient  dies.  Therefore  we  may  expect  other  die  proofs  to 
come  on  the  market  gradually  as  they  always  have.  All  B.  E.  & P.  proofs  now  known, 
except  for  a few  to  which  the  engravers  were  entitled,  have  come  from  these  sources.  It 
is  therefore  quite  proper  that  philatelists  now  have  this  exceptional  opportunity  to  obtain 
these  finest  products  of  the  engravers  art. 

In  writing  the  Auction  Sale  Catalog  of  the  F.  D.  Roosevelt  collection  of  U.  S.  die 
proofs  for  H.  R.  Harmer  & Co.  Sale  on  February  4,  1946,  I was  greatly  impressed  with 
the  very  large  number  of  outstanding  rarities,  many  of  which  have  not  hitherto  been 
known  in  philatelic  ownership.  There  are  at  least  78  large  die  proofs  die  sunk  on  India 
paper  on  large  cards  and  52  small  die  proofs,  none  of  which  have  been  known  to  exist 
heretofore  in  private  hands  and  which  are  not  yet  listed  in  Scott’s  U.  S.  Catalog  of  Proofs. 
7'here  are  also  several  die  essays  and  trial  color  die  proofs  that  have  not  been  seen  before. 

Targe  IDie  Pr(Oofs 

The  large  die  proofs  said  to  have  been  presented  by  the  P.  O.  D run  from  the  first 
issue  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing  in  1894  the  Century  of  Progress  issue  in 
1933  and  include  all  Regular  and  Commemorative  Postage,  Air  Post,  Special  Delivery, 
Registration,  Postage  Due,  Parcel  Post,  Postage  Due,  Postal  Savings  Mail,  Newspaper, 
Parcel  Post  and  Special  Handling  issues  during  that  period.  Each  of  these  large  cards  has 
the  proof  printer’s  record  number  stamped  on  the  back  of  the  card,  which  numbers  are 
recorded  in  the  Sale  Catalog  as  they  provide  an  identification  for  future  pedigree.  These 
numbers  were  not  applied  to  contemporaneous  proofs  printed  prior  to  the  1901  issue  and 
all  these  numbers  run  from  324,366  to  335,978  which  indicate  they  were  recorded  as 
printed  in  the  early  months  of  1933.  In  a few  cases  the  shades  of  color  vary  from  the 
contemporaneous  proofs.  Also  a few  are  in  distinctly  trial  colors  such  as  the  1898  loc 
black,  50c  black,  1908-1.00  carmine  and  1926  5c  Erickson  dull  dusky  blue.  The  small  die 
proof  of  this  5c  Erickson  is  also  in  a dull  dusky  blue.  Unfortunately  all  the  bi-colors 
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except  the  1918  24c  airpost,  are  printed  on  wove  paper  trimmed  close  to  the  design  and 
mounted  on  block  sunk  large  cards  (without  India  paper)  to  look  like  die  proofs.  Without 
removing  them  from  the  cards  it  is  practically  impossible  to  tell  whether  these  bi-colors 
are  trimmed  stamps  or  proofs,  though  the  lack  of  clean  wiping  of  the  die  or  plate,  in  most 
cases,  leaves  a tinge  of  color  in  colorless  area,  indicating  quantity  production  stamps.  We 
have  been  recently  informed  that  these  bi-colors  were  cut  from  sheets  of  stamps.

Large  Die  Essays 

Included  in  the  above  lot  of  large  dies  are  several  die  essays.  The  1923  8c  olive- 
green  is  a previously  unknown  completely  engraved  large  die  essay  with  a larger  head  of 
Grant  on  a dark  background  rather  than  the  smaller  head  on  a light  background  as  issued. 
There  is  also  an  unfinished  large  die  essay  of  the  1925  y^c  Postage  Due  that  has  not  here- 
tofore been  known.  Put  the  most  intercst’ng  and  unique  large  die  essays  are  for  the  1933 
3c  violet  Newburg  Peace  stamp  and  for  the  Century  of  Progress  ic  and  3c  stamps.  Each 
of  these  is  present  with  impressions  in  normal  colors  from  the  first  etched  state  of  the 
lettering,  completely  engraved  lettering,  adding  the  first  etched  vignette,  the  second  state  of 
the  vignette  and  the  final  large  die  proof  of  the  completed  design  as  issued.  It  is  a sur- 
prise to  thus  find  recorded  the  large  amount  of  etching  that  now  replaces  engraving  on 
our  U.  S.  Stamps  especially  where  landscape  pictures  are  concerned.  Portraits  and  the 
Century  of  Progress  3c  buildings  are  however  engraved.

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Small  Die  Essays 

Another  collection  of  three  volumes  said  to  have  been  presented  by  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  & Printing  contains  U.  S.  Commemorative  small  die  proofs  on  a very  faint 
yellowish  wove  paper  from  the  1898  Trans-Mississippi  issue  through  the  1933  Newburg 
Peace  stamp  and  also  the  1927  Lindbergh  and  1930  set  of  three  Zeppelin  small  die  proofs. 
Each  of  these  small  die  proofs  is  hinge  mounted  on  a ring  bound  specially  printed  page 
with  spaces  for  a hinged  unused  stamp,  which  is  generally  present  after  the  1904  issue,  and 
with  stamp  size  photos  of  rejected  essay  designs  for  the  individual  stamps.  Each  of  these 
pages  is  preceded  by  a typewritten  official  history  of  the  stamp  including — date  of  approval 
of  the  model  essay,  names  of  designers  and  engravers,  date  of  the  order  to  print,  number 
of  subjects  on  the  plate,  number  of  stamps  ordered,  first  day  and  city  of  use,  total  number 
of  stamps  delivered,  numbers  of  all  plates  used  and  not  used,  and  origin  of  the  subject  of 
the  vignette.  These  small  die  proofs  were  probably  all  printed  early  in  1933.  My  con- 
servative valuation  of  this  part  of  the  Collection  exceeds  $10,000  making  a total  valuation 
in  excess  of  $50,000  for  the  U.  S.  Essay  & Proof  portion  of  the  whole  collection  including 
foreign,  appraised  by  George  B.  Sloane  at  $80,000. 


Large  Die  Proofs  on  Wove  Paper 


In  the  H.  M.  Southgate  Collection  there  was  a lot  of  large  die  proofs  on  pieces  of 
white  wove  paper  of  U.  S.  Commemorative  Stamps  from  the  1898  Trans-Mississippi  issue 
to  the  1934  Mothers  Day,  and  some  Air  Post  including  Zeppelins.  Each  of  these  was 
contained  in  a 5p2  x 3^2  inches  white  envelope  with  name  of  the  proofs  in  handwriting 
recognized  as  that  of  one  of  the  B.  E.  & P.  Staff,  and  on  some  of  the  envelopes  is  also 
written  “3  Proofs.”  The  wrapper  containing  these  envelopes  had  inscribed  in  H.  M. 
Southgate’s  w’riting:  “F.  D.  Roosevelt  proofs;  Duplicates  of  set  given  F.  D.  R.  Received 
in  exchange  for  originals  (stamps),  etc.,  that  I supplied. — H.  M.  S.” 

This  set  of  large  die  proofs  on  wmve  paper  untrimmed,  and  each  with  the  proof 
printers  number  thereon,  was  apparently  the  third  of  the  three  sets  printed.  The  other 
tw'o  sets,  up  to  the  1933  Century  of  Progress  only,  were  each  trimmed  to  small  die  proofs 
wdth  about  3/16  inch  margins  and  mounted  on  loose  leaf  pages,  with  the  stamps  supplied 
by  H.  M.  Southgate.  One  set  of  four  albums  w^as  given  F.  D.  Roosevelt  before  he  was 
inaugurated  President  on  March  4,  1933,  and  a duplicate  set  is  said  to  have  been  presented 
to  a friend  and  has  not  become  available  to  philatelists.  Thus  the  stamps  in  these  two 
collections  did  not  come  from  government  stock,  every  one  of  which  must  be  strictly 
accounted  for  by  the  Bureau.  These  three  sets  of  proofs  therefore  check  wdth  the  3 
proofs”  on  the  stock  envelopes. 


The  dealer  writing  recently  in  another  philatelic  paper  urging  a political  embargo 
against  these  F.  D.  Roosevelt  proofs,  has  in  the  past  obtained  from  recipient  sources,  and 
sold,  many  other  prints  of  these  identical  large  die  proofs  to  which  he  now"  objects  to 
others  having.  Y.  Souren  says  he  has  letters  from  the  Department  of  Justice  and  the 
Post  Office  Department  stating  that  it  is  legal  to  possess,  buy  and  sell  proofs  of  stamps, 
which  are  not  good  for  postage.  When  originally  distributed  they  usually  had  little  value, 
the  full  lot  of  21 1 plate  proofs  in  1893  could  be  bought  for  $5.00.  Forty  years  ago  the 
eighty-five  1903  Theodore  Roosevelt  albums  of  over  ^00  small  die  proofs  had  only  a 
nominal  hobby  value.  Prior  to  the  first  listing  of  U.  S.  Proofs  in  Scott  s EJ.  S.  Catalog  in 
1928,  all  proofs  (and  essays)  had  very  little  value  compared  to  what  some  collectors  may 
pay  today.  When  these  die  proofs  were  presented  in  1933  those  few  die  iwoofs  of 

stamps  up  to  1912  were  priced  at  from  8.50  to  30.00  each  (except  3 at  50.00)  in  Scott  s 
U.  S.  Catalogue,  and  the  small  die  proofs  were  priced  from  5.00  to  15.00  each  (except  3 at 
35.00).  Later  die  proofs,  except  the  1919  3c  Victory  and  i6c  green  Air  Post,  were  then 

not  known  in  philatelic  ow^nership. 
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Tlie  Proofs  Fresemted  m 1933 

The  United  States  Notes  and  Comments  by  Philip  H.  Ward,  Jr,  in  MekeeVs  for 
December  24,  1945,  and  the  summary  of  replies  received  as  published  on  January  21,  1946 
by  the  same  author,  as  to  the  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  die  proofs,  are  apparently  based  on  a 
false  premise  and  the  tenor  of  the  article  is  very  misleading.  This  is  most  unfortunate 
as  uninformed  readers  and  writers  in  the  daily  press  have  been  misled  to  go  off  wildly  on  a 
tangent  based  on  wrong  information  and  conjecture.  The  implied  request  to  believe  the 
article  as  truth  and  forward  it  to  Senators  and  Congressmen  has  caused  a great  in- 
justice that  is  grossly  unfair. 

This  article  stated  that  all  the  U.  S,  die  proofs  were  obtained  by  the  President  from 
tne  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing,  and  that  they  might  as  well  have  given  the 
President  “finished  $1000.  bills  and  currency.”  As  every  stamp  and  every  bank  note 
printed  must  be  accounted  for,  this  is  grossly  false.  It  also  stated  that  the  B.  E.  & P. 
“thought  they  would  be  placed  on  exhibition  at  Hyde  Park”;  which  is  manifestly  a false 
opinion  as  at  the  time  these  proofs  were  presented  to  F.  D.  R.  early  in  1933  there  was  no 
thought  by  anyone  of  a future  Federal  museum  at  Hyde  Park,  N.  Y.  I greatly  doubt 
that  the  author  can  prove  that  these  die  proofs  “were  obtained”  by  the  President  or  “by 
a high  government  official  to  increase  the  value  of  his  estate,”  or  that  “they  were  presented 
to  the  President.”  There  is  a great  difference  between  gifts  to  a private  citizen  and 
those  to  the  President,  as  laws  provide.  These  proofs  were  apparently  prepared  and  given 
by  the  Hoover  administration  to  a citizen  who  then  had  no  authority  to  request  them. 

All  of  these  die  proofs  are  of  stamps  issued  prior  to  March  4,  1933,  when  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt  became  President  of  the  United  States,  except  the  proofs  of  the  3c  Newburg 
Peace  stamp  and  the  Century  of  Progress  ic  and  3c  stamps  which  were  issued  on  April 
19'  1933  and  May  25,  1933  respectively.  It  may  even  be  that  the  proofs  of  these  three 
stamps  were  made  prior  to  March  4,  but  of  this  I have  no  record,  simply  assuming  they 
would  not  have  been  included  in  the  lot  if  made  after  Mr.  Roosevelt  was  President.  No 
proofs  of  any  stamps  authorized  during  all  the  years  he  was  President  are  included.  Nor 
are  there  any  now  in  the  Hyde  Park  Museum.  If  the  President  “could  request  stamp 
proofs”  he  apparently  did  not  do  so,  or  at  least  they  have  not  been  found  nor  considered 
his  personal  property  as  offered  for  sale  in  this  auction. 

I personally  know  that  this  small  die  proof  collection  was  prepared  to  be  presented 
and  that  the  unused  stamps  were  supplied  by  a stamp  collector,  before  F.  D.  Roosevelt 
was  inaugurated  as  President , and  I have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  large  die  proofs 
said  to  have  come  from  the  P.  O.  D.,  were  also.  I hold  no  brief  to  protect  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  from  political  opinion,  as  his  policies  as  President  have  ruined  my  profession  of 
quality  architecture,  which  has  suffered  severely  since  he  first  took  office.  However,  it  is 
only  fair  that  public  opinion  should  be  based  on  true  facts  and  not  upon  misleading  or 
contorted  facts. 

A Suggested  Remedy 

I know  of  no  law  now  permitting  any  branch  of  the  U.  S.  Government  to  sell  proofs 
of  stamps.  Numismatists  may  buy  from  the  U.  S.  Mint,  proofs  of  current  coins  at  a 
slight  advance  over  the  face  value  to  pay  for  the  chasing,  boxing,  etc.  If  Congress  would 
pass  a law  authorizing  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing,  or  the  Philatelic  Agency  of 
the  Post  Office  Department,  to  sell  to  philatelists  large  die  and  plate  proofs  of  current 
stamps,  that  would  be  good  for  postage,  at  face  value  plus  a fixed  charge  for  making  and 
handling  the  proofs,  there  would  thereafter  be  no  such  outcry  of  favoritism  as  this 
F.  D.  Roosevelt  collection  has  caused,  and  the  greatest  beauty  of  the  engravers  art  would 
then  be  available  to  all  philatelists.  We  hope  that  such  a law  will  be  enacted. 
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The  Future  of  the 
“Premieres  Gravures’’ 

By  L.  G.  Brookman 


In  the  past  few  years  the  true  status  of  the  “Premieres  Gravures”  has  gradually 
been  made  clear,  and  so  brought  into  focus  that  they  no  longer  can  be  disguised  as  postage 
stamps.  This  result  has  been  brought  about  by  various  students,  whose  works  are  so  well 
known  they  need  no  mention  by  name,  and  whose  motives  are  not  questioned  by  even  those 
who  criticise  the  wisdom  in  bringing  forth  the  facts  which  some  who  are  in  the  un- 
comfortable position  of  having  sold  these  items  as  stamps  say  wdll  “upset  the  applecart.” 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  for  half  a century  any  thinking  philatelist  must  have 
had  serious  doubts  that  these  “Premieres”  actually  were  issued  stamps.  The  great  work 
done  by  current  students  has  simply  woven  together  the  tangled  skein  of  facts  in  such  a 
manner  that  no  true  philatelist  can  fail  to  understand  that  these  items  are  not,  and  never 
were.  United  States  stamps.  It  remained  for  these  students  to  put  into  words  what  many 
collectors  instinctively  felt  was  true. 

There  remains,  at  the  moment,  some  controversy  as  to  the  exact  classification,  or 
classifications,  into  which  the  “Premieres”  should  fall.  No  real  student  known  to  me  now 
contends  that  these  items  should  be  listed  or  known  as  stamps  but  there  is  something  of  a 
“tempest  in  a teapot”  that  concerns  whether  or  not  these  items  are  “Essays,”  “Sample 
Labels,”  “Finished  Trial  Color  Proofs,”  or  a combination  of  these  terms. (^)  While  this 
controversy  admittedly  has  a certain  degree  of  importance,  it  certainly  is  of  very  minor 
importance  when  compared  to  the  fact  that  these  items  can  no  longer  reasonably  be 
maintained  to  be  stamps. 

For  the  past  few  years  these  items  have  been  neither  fish  nor  fowl.  The  few  dealers 
and  collectors  who  long  have  maintained  them  to  be  true  stamps  began  to  lose  faith  in 
them  and  because  of  a consequent  lack  of  buying  support  the  prices  on  the  “Premieres” 
have  steadily  declined  until  in  the  past  year  or  so  they  have  been  sold  at  prices  that  are 
mere  fractions  of  those  obtained  some  years  ago.  As  a matter  of  personal  opinion,  I 
contend  that  they  have  been  selling  at  real  BARGAIN  prices.  Once  they  are  firmly 
established  in  their  proper  places,  whether  that  be  as  “Essays,”  “Sample  Labels,”  “Finished 
Trial  Colors,”  or  in  some  other  similar  classification,  then  their  prices  will  certainly  turn 
upward  and  they  will  be  on  a stable  basis. 

There  is  a strong  and  rapidly  growing  class  of  collectors  who  realize  the  value  and 
importance  of  the  related  items  of  philately.  The  Essay  Proof  Society  reflects  the  strength 
of  these  collectors  and  I make  this  definite  prediction;  the  “Premieres”  will  again  reach 
high  levels  of  value  once  they  are  established  as  within  the  scope  of  the  material  collected 
by  members  of  that  Society.  The  prices  of  Essays,  Proofs,  and  related  items  have  not 
begun  to  reach  their  true  levels  and  the  prices  now  current  will  be  the  cause  of  much 
wishful  thinking  when  they  are  re-examined  in  the  coming  decade.

So,  it  is 
only  natural  that  this  London  firm  should  handle  the  sale  of  many  outstanding  proof 
collections,  and  publish  beautifully  illustrated  authoritative  catalogs  and  articles  in  their 
monthly  journal  The  Philatelist.

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Switzerland 

Its  Essays  and  Proofs 

By  George  W.  Caldwell,  E.  P.  S.  318. 
(Continued  from  Journal  No.  8,  page  212.) 


The  public’s  reaction  to  the  “Strubeli”  design  was  not  altogether  favorable.  Critics 
were  prompt  to  voice  their  objections,  some  claiming  that  the  designer  had  placed  horns 
instead  of  hair  on  Helvetia’s  head;  others  recognized  this  “hair-do”  as  disheveled,  hence 
“strubeli”;  the  head  in  profile,  just  as  it  was  on  the  then  current  silver  coins,  was  de- 
manded by  others^ — minor  criticisms,  perhaps,  but  nevertheless  persuasive. 

In  course  of  time,  the  Postal  Department  found  objections  also:  the  high  cost  of 
manufacturing  the  “Strubeli”;  the  very  small  figures  of  value  which  were  not  quickly 
apparent  to  postal  employees  handling  large  volumes  of  mail;  and  the  invention  of 
perforating,  which  could  not  be  applied  to  the  “Strubeli.”  These  furnished  sound  reasons 
for  superseding  the  “silk  thread”  stamps. 

Much  of  the  high  cost  of  manufacturing  these  stamps  was  due  to  the  use  of 
Dickinson  paper.  It  has  been  stated  that  the  Swiss  stamps  cost  about  25  cents  per 
thousand,  whereas  those  in  neighboring  countries  cost  far  less — six  cents  in  some  cases. 

Th  e size  of  the  figure  of  value  was  siifhcient  for  the  average  user  of  these  stamps 
hut  to  postal  employees,  handling  large  quantities  of  mail,  it  was  a handicap  to  speed  in 
operation.  This  of  course,  was  not  true  in  the  case  of  employees  having  good  color  vision, 
for  they  depended  on  color  in  identifying  the  several  denominations,  just  as  many  of  our 
present-day  postal  employees  do;  hut  when  you  consider  that  a sizable  percentage  of  the 
male  population  of  Central  Europe  is  color  blind,  to  a greater  or  less  degree, it  be- 
comes obvious  that  color  loses  much  of  its  value,  and  the  prominence  of  the  figure  of  value 
becomes  important. 

Perforating  the  sheets  to  facilitate  separating  the  stamps,  had  been  introduced  by 
several  governments  during  the  currency  of  the  “Strubeli” — Sweden  in  1855,  Norway 
during  the  following  year,  Russia  in  i858.(^^')  The  Department  recognized  the  value  of 
this  invention,  but  could  not  adapt  it  to  their  stamps  because  of  the  presence  of  the  silk 
thread  and  the  almost  complete  absence  of  space  between  the  stamps.  A change  of  paper 
would  have  remedied  the  first  condition,  hut  to  overcome  the  second,  it  would  have  been 
necessary  to  have  made  a complete  new  set  of  printing  cliches  of  slightly  larger  cross 
section. 

Eventually  an  opportunity  to  supersede  the  silk-thread  stamps  came  about  in  con- 
nection with  the  new  tariff  of  postal  rates  dated  February  6,  1862  and  effective  July  i, 
1862.  A number  of  rates  in  this  tariff  were  not  matched  by  corresponding  stamp  values

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in  the  current  series.  Rather  than  make  the  printing;  cliches  for  these  values  after  the 
‘“Strubeli”  model,  the  Department  decided  to  make  the  change. 


The  dies  for  the  new  stamps  (Scott’s  design  Ai8)  were  engraved  in  steel  by  J.  P. 
Riess  of  the  Bavarian  Mint  in  Munich.  Just  what  Riess  used  as  a model  is  not  recorded 
but  inasmuch  as  the  Perforated  Helvetia  design  is  simply  a modification  of  the  “Strubeli,” 
it  is  quite  likely  he  used  the  latter  and  simply  made  those  changes  necessary  to  give  effect 
to  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Swiss  Postal  Department. 

The  several  steps  in  production  from  master  die  to  printing  cliches,  all  of  which  work 
was  done  in  the  Munich  Mint,  no  doubt  duplicated  those  of  the  “Strubeli.”  Presumably, 
the  printing  cliches  were  made  of  brass,  a metal  which  had  been  used  for  the  silk-thread 
issue  and  for  several  subsequent  Swiss  issues.  Naturally,  these  were  solid  blocks  of  metal 
and  produced  in  the  same  manner  as  coins  were  produced,  that  is,  by  means  of  a die  press. 

Tlie  Stamps 

The  gumming,  printing  and  perforating  operations  were  performed  in  the  Swiss 
Mint  in  Bern.  The  printing  method  was  the  same  as  that  used  for  producing  the 
“Strubeli,”  that  is,  typography  in  semi-relief  in  which  the  albino  portions  of  the  design 
were  embossed  in  high  relief  (cameo).  Four  assemblies  of  lOO  cliches  each  provided  the 
printing  “plate”  and  the  work  was  done  on  a flat-bed  hand-press.  The  perforating  was 
completed  in  a lOO  subject  frame-perforator  of  iijj  gauge.  By  means  of  this  machine, 
several  lOO  subject  sheets  of  stamps  were  perforated  in  a single  operation. 

During  the  first  twelve  years  of  their  currency,  the  Perforated  Helvetia  stamps  were 
printed  on  a medium  weight,  opaque  paper,  slightly  off  the  white  in  color.  The  gum  on 
the  stamps  printed  on  this  paper  is  slightly  brownish  due  to  the  “yellow”  sugar  in  its 
composition.  In  1874,  in  order  to  improve  the  impression,  a semi-transparent  paper — 
thinner  and  harder — was  adopted.  It  is  well  known — other  things  being  common — that 
embossing  shows  up  sharper  on  thin  paper  than  on  thick  paper.  The  gum  on  this  paper 
is  colorless.  The  final  change  occurred  in  1881  when  a type  of  safety  paper  containing  red 
and  blue  silk  fibres  and  known  to  the  trade  as  “granite  paper”  was  put  into  use. 

All  these  papers  were  manufactured,  without  watermark,  by  the  Sihl  Mills  of 
Zurich,  commonly  known  as  “Der  Papierfabrik  an  der  Sihl.”  To  make  up  for  the 
absence  of  the  watermark,  a control  mark,  suggested  by  Postal  Controller  Fuchs,  was 
impressed  into  these  stamps  after  they  had  been  printed.  This  was  done  by  means  of  a 
400  subject  steel  plate,  the  control  marks  being  so  spaced  that  one  was  impressed  into 
each  stamp.  This  control  mark  (Scott’s  watermark  design  No.  182)  is  erroneously 
listed  in  some  catalogs  as  a watermark. 

Essays  aodl  Experimental  Proofs 

As  pointed  out  previously  in  this  mcnograoh,  the  Department  was  concerned  over 
the  possible  loss  of  revenue  due  to  unscrupulous  persons  removing  the  cancellations  from 
stamps  and  re-using  such  “washed”  stamps  for  postage.  Extensive  laboratory  tests  were 
conducted  during  the  currency  of  the  Perforated  Helvetia  issue,  in  an  effort  to  find  a 
cancelling  ink  and  stamp  printing  inks  that  would  frustrate  such  crimes.  These  experi- 
ments undoubtedly  account  for  the  wide  range  of  proofs  of  this  issue  which  have  been 
recorded.  In  contrast,  we  find  an  extreme  dearth  of  essays:  the  author  knows  of  only  one. 
This  is  a die  essay  (Fig.  8)  differing  from  the  issued  design,  in  the  lettering— non-serifed 
instead  of  serifed.  There  can  be  no  question  that  the  die  used  in  printing  this  essay 
derived  from  the  same  master  die  that  was  used  for  the  production  of  the  issued  stamps. 
One  other  essay  which  may  possibly  belong  to  this  group,  is  one  of  the  two  drawings 
submitted  to  the  Munich  engraver  Merz,  by  Postmaster  General  Naef,  at  the  time  the 
“Strubeli”  stamps  were  under  negotiation. (^^)  Unfortunately,  there  are  no  data  on  this, 
other  than  the  fact  that  the  figures  of  value  “stand  out  prominently.”

In  addition  to  stamp  essays  and  proofs,  collectors  of  Switzerland  are  interested  in 
what  may  properly  be  termed  proofs  of  the  control  mark  and  the  perforation.  These  are 
found  on  white  paper — presumably  stamp  paper.  A block  of  four  of  the  control  mark 
was  in  the  collection  of  Martin  Schroeder,  of  Leipzig. 

Unprinted  stamp  paper  perforated  in  the  11^:4  gauge  perforator  is  knowm  to  exist 
in  full  sheets  of  100  subjects  and  in  half  sheets  of  50  subjects.  The  latter — 50  subject 
sheets — ^w^as  the  form  in  which  the  stamps  of  this  issue  w^ere  distributed  to  the  post- 
offices.  Such  unprinted  and  perforated  pieces  are  properly  includable  in  an  essay-proof 
collection.  1 

As  of  October  i,  1883  the  Perforated  Helvetia  stamps  were  demonetized.

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The  “Colony  of  Canada’’  Essay

The  gentleman’s  portrait  on  the  “Colony  of  Canada”  one  penny  essay  ibE-A  illustrated 
in  Journal  No.  6,  p.  105  has  long  been  imknown  and  philatelists  have  wondered  whom  he 
might  be.  It  very  closely  resembles  a portrait  of  Sanford  Fleming  made  about  1858  as 
published  in  “Sanford  Fleming  --  ¥.mpire  Budder”  by  J.  Lawrence  Burpee,  Oxford 
University  Press,  1915.  The  essay  portrait  is  of  a slightly  younger  man  which  would  cor- 
respond with  the  1851  date  generally  attributed  to  this  essay,  though  the  date  may  be  later. 
Jacques  Cartier  was  depicted  on  the  Canada  1855  lo  pence  blue  stamp,  so  possibly  there 
was  then  no  rule  against  portraits  of  others  than  thp  royal  family  on  postage  stamps  (as 
there  was  later)  without  royal  permission.

Both  portraits  are  from  the  same  angle  of  view.  The  main  difference  is  that  the 
1858  portrait  has  side  whiskers  that  are  missing  in  tlie  younger  portrait  on  the  essay.  The 
hair  on  the  essay  is  w'avy  w'hile  in  the  1838  portrait  it  is  curly.  However,  the  moustache, 
beard,  forehead,  eyes,  nose,  ear  and  even  tlie  style  of  necktie  are  similar.  T he  necktie 
on  the  essay  is  dark  wdiile  in  the  1858  portrait  it  is  light. 

Sanford  Fleming,  surveyor  and  engineer,  designed  tlie  18s  1 .^p  essay  lE-A  as  adopted 
for  the  beaver  stamp  and  also  a one  shilling  essay  ailopted.  1 hese  were  illus- 

trated in  Journal  No.  5,  p.  18.

In  the  Essay-Proof  Journaf.  Numbers  5 and  6 (April,  and  July,  1945),  there  is  a 
valuable  and  illuminating  article  on  the  comparatively  virgin  field  of  obsolete  bank  notes. 
That  particular  article,  by  our  fellow  member  Dr.  Julian  Blanchard,  discussed  the  occur- 
rence of  engravers  signatures  on  the  various  vignettes  seen  on  obsolete  bank  notes.  From 
the  survey  presented  in  that  article  it  would  appear  that  only  about  4%  of  the  bank  notes 
examined  have  signed  vignettes.  As  a matter  of  fact  the  actual  occurrence  of  these  signed 
vignettes  is  a somewhat  higher  percentage  as  in  many  instances  the  vignette  was  cut  down 
in  size  when  designing  the  bank  note,  so  that  the  signature  was  removed,  but  as  the  same 
vignette  may  occur  on  several  different  notes  it  is  easy  enough  to  attribute  those  without 
signatures,  when  it  is  knowm  who  engraved  them.  Furthermore  with  the  formation  of 
larger  bank  note  engraving  companies  it  became  the  practice  of  these  firms  to  copyright 
the  vignettes  in  the  name  of  the  firm  so  that  the  identity  of  the  individual  artist  remains 
anonymous. 

Before  discussing  these  copyrighted  vignettes  we  would  like  to  record  the  existence  of 
two  other  signed  vignettes.  The  illustration  at  the  head  of  this  article  shows  a $10.  note  of 
the  Bank  of  Bennington,  Vt.,  of  about  1833,  by  Rawdon,  Clark  & Co.,  of  Albany,  N.  Y., 
on  w'hich  the  vignette  at  the  upper  left  is  signed  “A.  Clark,”  undoubtedly  Ashbel  Clark, 
one  of  the  partners  of  the  firm.  Vignettes  signed  “A.  Clark”  or  ‘‘G.  Fairman”  were  not 
mentioned  in  the  article  referred  to. 

I'he  other  vignette  occurs  on  the  $5.00  note  of  the  Southwark  Bank  of  Philadelphia. 
I'he  top  center  vignette  is  signed  “G.  Fairman.”  This  note  has  the  imprint  of  Draper, 
Underwood,  Bald  & Spencer  and  is  dated  1835. 

Beginning  about  1830,  however,  we  observe  the  occurrence  of  vignettes  which  are 
copyrighted.  Such  vignettes  have  an  inscription  below  them  in  microscopic  letters  reading 
more  or  less  as  follows,  ‘‘Entered  According  to  Act  of  Congress  in  the  year  183-,  by  (name 
of  firm),  in  the  Clerk’s  Office  of  the  District  Court  of  the  * * * District  of  (State).” 

Some  few'  vignettes  have  a title  given  them  but  most  of  those  that  we  have  seen  do  not. 

An  examination  of  some  five  hundred  different  designs  w'ould  indicate  that  at  least  6% 
of  the  notes  of  the  period  have  copyrighted  vignettes,  but  this  percentage  is  weighted 
against  the  actual  frequency,  as  none  of  them  seem  to  appear  before  1850,  and  most  of  them 
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Vignette  with  title  “Ox  Cart,”  copyrighted  in  1854  by  Baldwin,  Adams  & Co.,  also  at 
left  vignette  of  a Volante  copyrighted  by  Bald,  Cousland  & Co.,  in  1855. 
Printed  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  in  1863.

Additioes  and  Corrections 

Two  Danisli  Essays 


A Sheet  of  8i*bs  roiinterfeits  of  Ferslew’s  Essay. 


In  the  July  1945  E.-P.  Journai.  Harry  Konwiser  wrote  “if  there  is  any  thought  the 
known  Essays  are  forgeries,  the  truth  should  be  told  for  the  good  of  the  hobby,  and  the 
Danish  stamps  of  the  i86o’s.” 

P.  E.  Jumper,  E.-P.  S.  224,  has  kindly  submitted  the  block  of  nine  of  a counterfeit  of 
the  8rbs.  King  Frederick  VII  essay.  Py  comparison  with  the  original  essay  illustrated  on 
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138  of  E.-P.  Journal  No.  7 if  is  evident  that  several  differences  are  apparent.  In 
the  counterfeit  the  absence  of  the  Van  Dyk  beard,  the  eyes  and  cut  of  the  neck  make  the 
King  look  like  a different  person.  But  if  the  genuine  and  this  counterfeit  are  each  not 
available  for  comparison,  one  sure  way  of  identifying  this  counterfeit  is  that  the  under- 
lying blue  diagonal  lines  continue  through  the  head  whereas  on  the  original  essay  they  do 
not  even  cross  the  circular  background  of  the  head,  nor  of  course  the  head  itself  which  is 
clear  of  the  blue  lines. 

f The  counterfeit  also  has  heavier  lettering  and  in  some  cases  the  8 is  poorly  drawn, 
in  No.  2 it  looks  like  6,  in  No.  3 like  4,  No.  5 like  9,  No.  7 like  3,  etc.;  the  blue  under- 
lines are  green-blue  and  the  design  is  printed  in  a darker  red-brown;  the  buff  wove  paper 
is  much  thicker  and  more  opaque;  the  square  frame  line  is  entirely  omitted  and  the  dividing 
lines  replace  it,  thus  the  original  essay  design  was  spaced  farther  apart  on  the  plate. 


A 4rbs,  Counterfeit 

/ 

A qrbs.  Mercury  head  counterfeit  is  of  excellent  execution,  better  than  the  original 
in  effect  but  in  the  same  dark  red-brown  on  thick  opaque  buff  paper  as  the  8rbs.  counter- 
feit described.  The  underlying  blue  lines  do  not  cross  the  circular  background  nor  head. 
The  frame  line  is  also  correct. 

Both  the  4rbs.  and  8rhs  original  essay  designs  exist  in  two  shades;  one  a deep  orange- 
brown  and  pale  blue,  and  the  second  in  dark  red-orange-brown  and  blue.  There  are  also 
two  papers;  one,  a thin  oily  transparent  buff  paper,  and  a thicker  translucent  buff  wove 
paper.  It  is  probable  that  one  of  these  two  is  the  original,  and  one  the  i860  reprint  essay 
referred  to  by  Overy  Taylor  in  1865.  Does  anyone  know?  1

“Important”  Essay  Proof  Journal  fills  a quarter  page,  and  gives  information  as  to  cost 
of  joining  the  E.  P.  Society  with  the  addresses  of  the  Editor  and  Secretary  and  prices  of 
back  numbers  of  our  Journal.  In  addition  there  appears  a quarter  page  free  advertise- 
ment of  the  Essay  Proof  Journal  giving  the  same  information  in  English.  We  are 
deeply  appreciative  of  this  very  kind  and  generous  act.  The  President  of  La  Sociedad 
Filatelica  de  Costa  Rica  is  G.  Noriega,  and  the  Secretary  is  I).  Greamuno,  Boite  Postale 
495  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica.  The  Constitution  and  By  Laws  are  printed  in  full  in  this 
No.  31-34  of  Costa  Rica  Filatelica  now  in  its  thirteenth  year.  Founder  Members  pay  an 
Entrance  Fee  of  250  colons  with  monthly  dues  of  2 colons.

Mr.  R.  B.  Yardley  (1858-1943)  was  one  of  the  leading  philatelists  of  Britain  and  the 
world.  He  joined  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society  (London)  in  1901,  and  was  elected  to  the 
Expert  Committee  in  1904;  he  became  a member  of  the  Council  in  1905,  Vice-President  of 
the  Society  in  1923,  and  President  in  1931.  In  addition  he  was  a member  of  the  Jury  at 
many  International  Exhibitions. 

H e was  one  of  the  first  of  the  scholarly  collectors  and  his  pioneer  labours  helped 
largely  in  turning  philately  from  a simple  hobby  into  a science. 

His  remarkably  fine  collections  were  recently  sold  by  auction  by  H.  R.  Harmer  in  a 
series  of  seven  sales  in  London,  and  I have  received  a set  of  priced  auction  catalogues,  from 
which  these  notes  are  taken.  Not  having  been  in  touch  with  the  London  auction  sales 
during  the  war  years,  it  was  interesting  to  see  what  prices  a first-class  collection  of  this 
nature  would  fetch. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  collections  was  the  essays,  proofs  and  classic  entires, 
and  the  prices  which  these  fetched  were  astonishing.  The  first  two  sales  were  West 
Indies  and  British  Guiana  September  25  and  26,  1944 — British  Possessions  in  Africa, 
Europe  and  N.  America  (October  30,  31). 

The  essays  and  proofs  (the  latter  mostly  die  and  plate  proofs  in  black)  fetched  prices 
consistently  above  the  estimates  as  shown  below:

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A Review  of  the  Proof  Section  of 
Scott’s  1946  U«  S.  Catalogue 

The  heading  of  this  section  for  the  first  time  contains  the  following  announcement — 
“For  the  latest  additions  and  revisions  covering  this  Group,  we  are  indebted  to  the  Essay 
Proof  Society  through  cooperation  of  its  Catalog  Advisory  Committee^  The  committee 
however  was  not  permitted  to  discuss  prices,  hence  there  are  very  few  price  revisions  this 
year,  all  of  which  are  by  the  editor  Hugh  M.  Clark, 

The  main  general  revision  is  the  elimination  of  all  prices  for  “P®blk.  of  8,  or  lO 
cardboard  plate  proofs,  which  have  been  in  the  catalog  for  several  years  though  not 
available  to  philatelists.  The  only  such  blocks  known  to  exist  are  in  complete  sheets  of 
cardboard  proofs  of  the  1893  printing  in  the  Senator  Ernest  A,  Ackerman  collection  that 
were  wdled  to  the  U.  S.  Congressional  Library  but  which  had  been  offered  for  sale 
without  a Bill  of  Sale.(i)  There  is  no  Statute  of  Limitations  against  the  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment claims.  Senator  Ackerman’s  two  sisters  and  a brother,  who  were  his  direct  heirs, 
have  now  all  died  and  these  cardboard  sheets  of  proofs  have  been  withdrawn  from  sale. 
We  sincerely  hope  they,  including  also  the  India  paper  sheets  of  proofs,  will  now  at  last 
go  to  the  U.  S.  Congressional  Library  as  Senator  Ackerman’s  monument.  He  was  a 
great  philatelist. 

Price  Mevisions 

The  first  price  revisions  in  consecutive  order  are  the  1847  reproduction  5c  and  loc; 
card  proofs  which  have  each  been  raised  i.oo  to  8.00  and  lO.OO  respectively. 

Most  of  the  1851-60  original  proofs  have  at  last  been  raised.  These  proofs,  printed  by 
Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.,  are  the  rarest  of  all  XIX  Century  U.  S.  Proofs  because  the  dies 
and  plates  were  not  inherited  bv  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  and  large  die  proofs  and 
plate  proofs  were  never  reprinted,  except  the  plates  of  the  5c,  24c,  30c,  and  90c  which 
formed  part  of  the  1875  Reprints,  plate  proofs  and  small  die  proofs.  The  large  die  proofs 
ic  to  1 2c  have  now  been  raised  to  75-00  each  in  italics  and  are  still  under-valued  at  that 
price.  Contemporaneous  plate  proofs  of  this  set  on  India  paper  have  all  been  advanced 
the  IC,  3c,  I2C,  30c  to  40.00  each  and  the  5c  to  30.00,  loc  to  35-00,  24c  to  35-00  and  the 
90c  remains  at  40.00. 

In  the  1873  issue  the  ic  and  6c  plate  proofs  are  boosted  on  India  to  6.00  and  on  card 
to  8.50  while  the  6c  pink  is  raised  to  7-50  on  India  and  12.00  on  card.  There  were 
probably  only  500  of  each  of  these  card  proofs  distributed  in  1879-  The  5c  Taylor  goes 
up  to  6.00  on  India  and  2.00  on  card.  The  1882  re-engraved  6c  plate  on  India  paper 
gets  a slight  lift  to  5-00. 

Popularity  and  rising  prices  on  the  Columbian  stamps  merit  the  i.oo  raise  awarded 
to  all  the  dollar  value  card  proofs  which  are  used  as  space  fillers  for  these  expensive 
stamps — the  complete  set  now  catalogs  57.00  and  only  1000  were  distributed  in  1893- 

No  changes  are  made  this  year  in  the  listings  of  XX  Century  die  proofs  but  the 
forthcoming  auction  sale  of  the  k . D.  Roosevelt  Collection  should  provide  data  for  listing 
and  pricing  many  heretofore  unknown  large  and  small  die  proofs  and  a few  in  trial 
colors. 

Meveniiie  Proofs 

In  the  Revenue  Proofs  the  2c  orange  U.  S.  I.  R.  on  India  is  lifted  from  6.00  to  10.00 
and  it  is  worth  more  than  double  that  price  if  one  can  be  found.  The  4c  violet  Proprietary 
on  India  advances  from  3.50  to  5.00.  The  5c  red  Certificate  and  Foreign  Exchange  on 
card  from  5.00  to  6.00  are  raised  to  7.00  each  but  are  worth  more  as  a recent  auction  sale 
lot  of  all  six  varieties  of  the  5c,  with  a 6c,  sold  for  11.25  above  the  former  catalog  prices 
because  the  lot  contained  these  two  and  the  5c  red  Express;  all  three  are  on  most  want 
lists,  as  also  is  the  5c  Playing  Cards.  Other  scarce  card  proofs  which  deserve  a raise

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next  year  are  the  25c  Bond  and  25c  Entry  of  Goods,  both  missing  in  many  good  collections. 
While  considering  scarce  revenue  proofs  we  should  mention  all  the  values  from  2.00  up  on 
India  paper  which  are  out  of  the  market.  IVIost  of  these  latter  were  on  a very  thin 
transparent  paper  and  were  trimmed  close  to  the  design  (as  were  also  many  of  the  lower 
values  on  India  paper)  as  they  became  available  only  from  remaining  proofs  from  the 
full  sheets,  thus  prepared  in  1876  by  Butler  & Carpenter  for  framed  designs  of  their  work 
for  exhibition  at  the  Centennial  Exposition.  The  gutters  between  the  designs  were  cut 
away  by  a parallel  knife  and  the  strips  of  proofs  were  mounted  as  borders,  or  stripes,  of 
the  general  design  in  the  exhibition  frames. 

The  3.50  blue  First  Issue  Inland  Exchange  and  3.50  Second  Issue  card  proofs  each 
get  a small  raise  from  7.50  to  8.50  and  6.00  to  7.00  respectively,  as  this  value  on  card  is 
scarce  in  each  issue. 


The  first  change  we  note  among  the  trial  color  proofs  are  the  1851-60  issue  on  stamp 
paper  which  have  heretofore  not  been  priced;  the  seven  5c  colors  are  all  now  priced  at 
10.00,  the  eight  24c  colors  at  12.00  (which  are  quite  low)  and  the  seven  90c  colors  at 
25.00  which  are  also  low  for  very  fine  condition,  as  all  these  24c  and  90c  sheets  were 
carelessly  cut,  thus  making  full  margin  copies  rare.  Only  100  of  the  24c  and  90c  colors 
became  available  to  philatelists  thru  F.  M.  Trifet  after  1876. 

The  1873  6c  to  90c  small  die  trial  color  proofs  are  actually  from  the  1879  printing 
“Goodall”  lot  under  which  heading  are  listed  only  the  Departments  and,  new  listing  this 
year,  the  Newspapers.  The  1873-75  postage  proofs  are  all  now  advanced  to  15.00  from 
12.50  and  10.00  each,  which  is  low  compared  with  the  uniform  advance  awarded  the 
Departments  and  Newspapers  of  12.00  each,  from  7.50  and  6.00,  as  the  demand  is  far 
stronger  for  the  regular  postage  proofs. 

The  Postage  Due  large  die  contemporaneous  trial  colors  lie  dormant  this  year  though 
far  rarer  than  the  listing  10.00,  and  15.00  for  black,  denotes. 

‘‘Atlanta’’  Trial  Color  Plate  Proofs  on  Cardboard 

The  1847  5c  and  loc;  have  gone  up  to  35.00  each  for  black  and  30.00  for  colors  and 
have  recently  realized  nearly  these  prices  at  auction  when  cataloged  at  30.00  and  25.00 
respectively.  There  were  only  about  30  singles,  two  pairs,  two  blocks  of  four  and  a block 
of  eight  of  each  of  these  from  the  sheets  of  50  originally  in  the  Crawford  collection,  plus 
not  over  5 singles  of  each  color  (no  blacks)  from  the  A.  B.  N.  Co.  directors  albums,  that 
became  available  to  philatelists.  The  demand  greatly  exceeds  this  small  supply. 

No  advance  was  this  year  given  the  State  Department  dollar  value  bi-colors  of  which 
one  sheet  of  10  from  the  Crawford  collection  and  perhaps  5 additional  singles  from  the 
A.  B.  N.  Co.  directors  albums  have  become  available.  A recent  auction  sale  realized  up 
to  87.50  each  for  these,  except  the  normal  green  and  blacks  which  actually  are  not  from  the 
same  printing  as  the  blue-green  is  the  same  as  the  regular  1885  regular  printing  on  thin 
card  only  slightly  thicker  than  the  1881  “Atlanta”  printing,  and  Is  not  the  same  as  the 
yellow-green  used  on  the  other  hi-color  “Atlantas.”  No  yellow-green  and  black  on  this 
thin  “Atlanta”  cardboard  have  been  seen  by  this  writer,  who  recommends  that  the  four 
green  and  black  dollar  values  should  be  deleted  from  the  Catalog.  They  are  not  trial 
colors  but  normal  colors.  These  four  1885  printing  blue-green  and  black  card  proofs  of 
which  500  w^ere  distributed  are  cataloged  at  only  i5-00  for  the  set,  not  200.00  as  now 
listed  In  the  trial  colors. 


At  the  IVIanchester  (England)  Philatelic  Society  707th  meeting  on  March  24.  1945 
W.  C.  Hinde  displayed  his  collection  of  the  stamps,  essays  and  proofs  of  Bermuda.  Among 
the  items  reported,  that  are  of  Interest  to  us,  w^ere  the  1873  3P  die  proof  and  plate  proofs; 
the  1880  p2P  and  4p  die  proofs;  1901  essays  for  a “One  Farthing”  surcharge  on  the  is 
stamp;  1902  Dockyard  die  proofs  and  trial  colors  and  1920-21  die  proofs.  (Extracts  from

The  MnlinM  Machine 


Ornisby’s  Ruling  and  Medallion  Machines,  1852. 


Straight  parallel  lines  are  ruled  with  a diamond  point  through  a wax  etching  ground  on  the  metal 
plate.  Spacing  is  adjusted  by  the  index  No.  3 at  the  right.  The  metal  plate  is  then  etched  (not  engraved.) 

By  application  of  a brass  rule  with  an  indented  edge,  waved  parallel  lines  may  be  ruled. 

The  Medallion  Copying  attachment  to  the  Ruling  Machine  has  the  medal,  or  cast,  No.  2.  face  down. 

The  tracer  passing  over  the  medal  surface  conveys  a corresponding  lateral  motion  to  the  diamond  point 

passing  over  the  metal  plate  removing  the  etching  ground. 

A clock  attachment  operated  the  machine  for  several  hours  without  personal  attention  of  any  one. 

About  1817  Christian  Gobrecht,  Engraver  to  the  U.  S.  Mint  at  Philadelphia,  asked 
Asa  Spencer  to  make  a “medallion  roller”  by  which  medals  and  coins  were  reproduced  as 
engravings  from  relief  models.  For  a long  time  it  was  used  to  adorn  ends  of  banknotes. 
Waterman  F.  Ormsby  in  1852  published  a 88  folio  page  book  entitled  “A  Description  of 
the  Present  System  of  Bank  Note  Engraving”  illustrated  with  thirteen  plates,  of  which 
Plate  2 is  illustrated,  showing  the  Ruling  Machine  to  which  the  Medal  Copying  Machine 
was  applied  to  reproduce  sculptured  medals  by  ruled  engraved  lines.  Spencer  also  had 
invented  a machine  for  dividing,  graduating  and  ruling  straight  or  waved  lines  to  which 
the  medallion  ruling  was  added. (^^’) 

Walterman  L.  Ormsby  whose  ruling  and  medallion  machine  is  illustrated,  also  about 
1861  published  another  book  from  which  the  title  page  is  here  quoted  as  showing  the 
mechanical  inventions  that  he  contributed  to  the  art  of  line  engraving.

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Tlie  Transfer  Press 

Jacob  Perkins  in  1813  invented  the  process  of  transfering  an  engraved  steel  die  to  a 
soft  steel  plate  as  mentioned  on  page  201.  By  this  method  duplication  of  an  engraving 
became  possible.  Without  this  process  engraved  plates  of  stamps  of  the  same  identical 
design  would  not  be  possible,  nor  would  the  repeated  use  of  exact  duplication  of  elaborately 
engraved  vignettes,  ruled  and  geometric  lathe  work,  medallions,  etc.  as  used  thereafter  on 
bank  notes  and  other  securities.  The  soft  surface  steel  transfer  roll  is  rocked  over  the 
hardened  steel  die  under  great  pressure  until  it  sinks  into  all  the  engraving  on  the  die  and 
produces  a relief  of  the  engraving  on  the  surface  of  the  transfer  roll.  The  transfer  roll 
surface  is  then  hardened  and  may  be  in  turn  transfered  to  the  surface  of  the  soft  steel  plate, 
once  or  400  times.  The  printing  plate  may,  or  may  not,  be  hardened.

A is  the  screw  to  compress  the  roller  and  plate  between  the  frame  B.  The  large  gear  wheel  E with 
a plain  roller  imparts  the  motion  to  the  plate  and  the  handle  and  pinion  F D provide  the  power.  (12) 

Tlie  Aoiericaii  Portrait  Gallery 

James  Barton  Longacre,  a Philadelphia  student  of  George  Murray,  began  engraving 
portraits  for  himself  in  1819,  largely  in  stipple  engraving.  He  also  painted  portraits.  About 
1830,  with  Jam.es  Herring  the  portrait  painter,  Longacre  conceived  the  “American  Portrait 
Gallery”  of  engravings  with  biographical  sketches  of  147  American  statesmen,  military  and 
naval  heroes  and  professional  men.  He  set  the  standard  of  engraving  so  high,  that  after 
employing  all  the  best  engravers  in  this  country,  he  w^as  compelled  to  induce  others  to 
come  from  Europe  especially  for  this  purpose.  Some  of  these  foreign  engravers  remained 
in  America.  He  engraved  24  of  these  portraits  himself  and  drew  many  of  the  originals  for 
other  engravers.  Taken  as  a whole  it  was  the  best  series  of  portraits  engraved  in  the 
United  States  up  to  that  time.  From  1835  to  1839  he  was  a member  of  the  bank  note 
engraving  firm  of  Draper,  Toppan,  Longacre  & Co.  and  in  1844  was  appointed  Engraver 
to  the  U.  S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia.

“The  principal  improvement  consists  in  a new  method  of  heating  the  plate,  or  block, 
in  the  use  of  a tympan,  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the  expense  of  making  the  plates  or  blocks 
any  larger  than  is  necessary,  to  receive  the  engraving  as  well  as  to  save  ink,  and  also  time 
and  labour  in  cleaning  the  plates  or  blocks.” 

Other  Notable  Amerieam  Lime  Emgravers 

John  W.  Casilear  (1811-1893)  was  at  the  age  of  15  apprenticed  to  Peter  Maverick 
and  became  an  excellent  pictorial  line  engraver  under  Asher  B.  Durand,  and  in  1849  a 
member  of  tbe  bank  note  engraving  firm  of  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear  & Co.  which  pro- 
duced the  U.  S.  postage  stamps  from  1831  to  1861.  In  1854  took  up  oil  painting  and 
later  was  elected  a member  of  the  National  Academy.  His  son  George  Casilear  was  the 
first  head  of  the  Model  and  Engraving  Department  for  the  new  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Engrav- 
ing and*  Printing  in  1862.  Joseph  Ives  Pease  was  an  excellent  miniature  portrait  engraver 
who  executed  the  vignettes  for  the  U.  S.  1851  to  1861  postage  stamps  and  also  some  of  the 
1861  and  1870  issues. 

Cyrus  Durand  (1787-1868)  about  1814  invented  a machine  for  Peter  Maverick  the 
engraver  for  ruling  straight  and  wavy  lines,  and  another  for  engraving  ovals.  In  1819 
this  latter  machine  produced  wavy  ovals.  In  1821  he  made  a pantograph  for  reducing  ovals 
for  bank  notes,  and  in  1823  he  invented  a transferring  machine.  His  younger  brother 
Asher  B.  Durand  joined  Cyrus  in  a short  partnership  for  bank  note  engraving.  Cyrus 
contributed  many  inventions  to  bank  note  engraving  and  later  developed  Asa  Spencer’s 
geometric  lathe  to  a high  degree,  and  produced  the  frames  for  several  of  the  U.  S.  1861 
issue  of  postage  stamps  and  many  “counters”  for  bank  notes.  Eor  a time  he  was  the  only 
living  man  who  could  artistically  operate  a geomethic  lathe.  Asher  Brown  Durand  was 
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Jacob  Perldns  Rotary  Plate  Printing  Press,  1819. 


This  press,  driven  by  a steam  enpine,  was  used  principally  for  printing  bank  notes.  A A — The  cast 

iron  table  of  the  press.  B — The  cylinder  to  which  the  printing  plates  J J J are  fixed  by  screws.  C — The 

lower  cylinder  or  roller  that  gives  the  required  pressure  and  motion  to  cylinder  B.  D — One  of  the  adjusting 
screws.  E — The  endless  web  or  blanket.  F — The  idler  pulley  and  the  adjustable  bearing  G.  K — The 
inking  roller  for  the  plates  J.  M N — The  distributing  ink  rollers.

“In  drawing  No.  5 is  represented  a cylindrical  steel  or  copper  plate  printing  press  . . . 
(the  improvements  claimed  in  this  consist  in  affixing  a number  of  engraved  circular  plates 
to  the  surface  of  a cylinder,  so  that  the  operation  of  inking  the  plates,  wiping,  and  cleaning, 
and  printing  from  the  said  plates  shall  be  simultaneous  and  continuous.)”  > 

also  apprenticed  to  Peter  Maverick  and  became  the  best  portrait  engraver  of  his  time.  In 
1836  he  turned  to  portrait  and  landscape  painting  and  designed  many  allegorical  vignettes 
for  bank  notes.  Among  his  best  engravings  is  a half  length  portrait  of  Washington  in 
uniform  after  John  Trumbull’s  portrait.  He  also  engraved  a large  plate  after  Trumbull’s 
“Signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.” 

Mosely  Isaac  Danforth  (1800-1862)  “intended  to  be  the  first  portrait  engraver  of  the 
world”  and  largely  succeeded  with  those  for  bank  note  vignettes  produced  by  his  firm 
Danforth,  Spencer  & Hufty  which  was  successor  to  the  early  firm  of  Murray,  Draper, 
Fairman  Sc  Co.  Alfred  Jones  (1819-1900)  was  another  great  miniature  portrait  engraver 
both  in  New  York  and  in  Canada  wi.ere  in  1868  he  was  vice  president  of  the  Pritish 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  that  produced  the  first  postage  stamps  for  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  He  later  returned  to  the  American  Bank  Note  Ccmpany  in  New  \’ork.  In 
1850  he  engraved  the  large  plate  of  “The  Image  Breaker”  which  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  best  line  engravings  ever  produced  in  America. 
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Only  some  of  the  outstanding  American  engravers  have  been  mentioned,  but  the 
greatest  miniature  pictorial  line  engraver  of  all  time  was  James  Smillie  (1807-1885). 
Beginning  upon  silverware  in  his  father’s  shop  in  Quebec,  he  travelled  to  England  and 
Scotland  to  study  line  engraving.  In  1829  he  settled  in  New  York  and  engraved  from  the 
paintings  of  several  landscape  artists  of  the  Hudson  River  School.  His  best  large  plate, 
which  took  about  two  years  to  complete  is  “The  Rocky  Mountains”  after  a painting  by 
Albert  Bierstadt.  This  engraving  established  Smillie’s  reputation  in  1864.  For  many 
years  he  contributed  landscape  engravings,  many  from  his  own  drawings  to  the  New  York 
Alirror  and  other  periodicals.  Later  he  formed  a partnership  with  his  brother-in-law, 
Robert  Hinshelwood,  an  excellent  landscape  engraver  and  student  friend,  whom  he  brought 
over  from  Scotland.  In  i860  Smillie  settled  into  engraving  bank  note  vignettes  and  in  1868 
produced  the  most  remarkable  miniature  vignettes  for  the  U.  S.  1869  issue,  12  cents,  15 
cents,  and  24  cents  postage  stamps  and  a 30  cents  essay  depicting  Trumbull’s  “Surrender 
of  General  Burgoyne”  that  was  not  adopted.  Neither  before  nor  since  has  any  line 
engraver  been  able  to  artistically  produce  such  marvellous  miniature  pictures. 

The  most  excellent  pictorial  engravings  on  the  U.  S.  1893  Columbian  stamps  were  by 
Charles  Skinner,  Alfred  Jones  and  Robert  Savage.  An  even  more  beautiful  series  was  the 
1898  Trans-Mississippi  pictorial  set,  engraved  by  George  F.  C.  Smillie,  and  Mark  W. 
Baldwin,  who  also  engraved  the  vignettes  in  the  190 1 Pan  American  issue. 

Our  American  line  engravers  have  produced  the  finest  postage  stamps  and  paper 
money  of  any  country  in  the  world..  It  was  the  aim  of  a least  one  of  our  Postmaster 
Generals  to  thus  spread  the  knowledge  of  our  culture.  While  many  other  countries  are 
now  using  cheaper  methods  of  production,  the  United  States  still  adheres  to  line  engraving 
as  the  most  artistic  and  most  difficult  to  counterfeit. 


Plate  Prietieg — An  Art 

By  Charles  Rosenthal,  E.  P.  S.  385. 

The  process  of  printing  by  the  engraving  method  dates  back  over  500  years  of  develop- 
ment. An  existing  original  print  dated  1446  from  a copper  plate  has  been  found,  signi- 
fying that  the  development  took  place  about  that  time.  In  fact  there  is  considerable 
evidence  to  warrant  placing  the  beginning  of  plate  printing  around  the  years  1425-1430. 

Prior  to  the  plate  printing  there  were  of  course  many  engravers  of  precious  metals 
in  various  forms,  such  as  goldsmiths  and  silversmiths,  for  whom  it  was  a short  step  to 
copper  plate  engraving  for  reproduction.  Perhaps  the  scarcity  and  cost  of  paper  was  the 
reason  for  the  slow  development.  There  is  no  known  date  of  the  first  plate  printing  press, 
but  it  must  have  been  shortly  after  the  first  engravings  were  made.  Amazingly  the  prints 
have  survived  the  centuries  and  the  plates  have  all  but  disappeared  except  in  rare  museum 
specimens;  this  speaks  well  of  the  hand  made  papers  of  ages  ago. 

Like  all  the  Arts  these  crude  beginnings  in  engraving  the  smooth  copper  surface  gave 
way  to  refinements  of  the  art  of  intaglio  engraving  that  has  endured  to  the  present  day. 
With  the  increase  of  skill  by  the  engravers  and  plate  printers  the  products  became  more 
and  more  varied,  book  illustrations,  art  objects,  maps,  views,  eventually  letterheads,  cards, 
stamps,  bonds,  money,  anything  that  had  to  stand  up  or  defy  reproduction. 

Plate  printing  w^as  first  done  in  America  at  Boston  in  1690  and  about  25  years  later 
in  New  York,  gradually  spreading  throughout  the  colonies.  Jacob  Perkins,  who  in  the 
years  1810-1820  invented  the  steel  plate  and  steel  plate  transferring,  ushered  in  the  great 
era  of  bank  note  engraving  and  printing — a throughly  American  development  of  the  en- 
gravers art.  This  gradually  led  to  postage  stamps  and  the  demand  for  better  and  better 
work. 

The  first  hand  operated  presses  used  to  print  postage  stamps  were  what  is  called  the 
“star”  press.  These  w^ere  constructed  mainly  of  wood  with  a steel  bed  and  roller  with  a 
five  handled  wdieel  on  the  side  for  pulling  the  prints. (Q  First  the  plate  was  inked  evenly

all  over  with  a dauber.  The  first  definitely  known  way  of  inking  the  engraving,  the  roller 
was  used  at  an  early  date,  but  of  this  there  is  no  known  evidence.  This  ink  w’as  wiped  off 
evenly  w ith  a semi-soft  rag,  then  polished  carefully  wdth  the  palm  of  the  hand.  This  hand 
polishing  is  the  reason  for  the  cleanness  and  beautiful  tones  of  our  earlier  stamps,  and  all 
the  essays  and  proofs  to  the  present  day.  The  plate  printer  could,  by  wiping  one  way  or 
the  other,  change  the  entire  effect  of  whatever  he  was  printing.  No  matter  wTat  the 
subject  is,  each  treatment  is  different,  to  show  the  engraving  in  the  best  possible  light,  proofs 
and  samples  are  run  until  the  correct  pictorial  representation  is  obtained.  As  the  years 
went  by  presses  became  better,  inks  w ere  easier  to  use,  and  the  art  of  engraving  and  plate 
printing  became  more  and  more  developed.  Presses  became  semi-automatic,  and  in  1894 
on  the  transfer  of  U.  S.  stamp  wmrk  to  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing,  still  further 
improvements  were  made. 

The  U.  S.  government  used  what  is  called  the  Milligan (-)  plate  press  wTich  uses 
four  plates.  These  plates  travel  from  one  corner  to  the  other  in  the  cycle  of  operation. 
At  one  corner  the  plate  is  inked,  at  the  next  it  is  automatically  w’iped  to  remove  the 
surplus  ink,  at  the  third  the  plate  printer  wipes  the  plate  smoothly  and  evenly,  then  the 
feeder  lays  the  dampened  paper  upon  the  plate  and  the  impression  is  made  and  then 
passes  on  for  re-inking.  Stamps  produced  on  this  flat  plate  press  are  the  best  printed  of 
our  modern  stamps.  4'he  last  regular  U.  S.  commemoratives  produced  by  this  method 
were  the  1939  Panama  Canal  2Sth  Anniversary  stamps.  A comparison  betw^een  these 
and  today’s  commemoratives  wdll  show  the  rich  tone  the  plate  printer  was  able  to  bring  out. 

Most  of  these  Milligan  plate  presses  were  replaced  by  the  development  of  the 
modern  rotary  engraving  press.  The  original  die  is  engraved  as  usual  and  all  former 
methods  of  transferring  are  followed.  After  the  stamp  images  have  been  transferred  41 
electric  eye  markings  are  made  in  the  center  for  register  and  perforation.  The  plate  is 
then  curved  around  the  cylinder  of  the  press;  the  joints  are  machined  to  fit;  then  it  is 
hardened  and  chrome  plated  to  give  it  long  life.  Paper  is  fed  from  a roll  and  the  press 
in  its  various  operations  wets,  prints,  gums  and  dries  the  paper.  Between  inking  and  im- 
pression the  cylindrical  plate  is  w’iped  free  of  surplus  ink  by  an  automatic  paper  wiper  fed 
from  another  roll.  This  method  of  wiping  drags  the  plate,  and  the  finished  product 
lacks  the  lustre  given  by  the  old  hand  wiping  method.  By  engraving  the  dies  slightly

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different  than  usual  and  adding  artificial  tones  excellent  results  are  obtained,  but  the  tones 
are  cold,  nothing  like  what  we  see  in  the  older  stamps  or  in  essays  and  proofs  which  are 
made  on  a flat  plate  press.  This  development  of  speed  had  to  take  place,  because  if  all 
the  stamps  produced  in  one  year  by  the  Bureau  were  laid  end  to  end  they  would  stretch 
300,000  miles. 

All  proofing  of  various  stages  in  making  the  dies  is  done  by  hand  on  small  “Star”  or 
“D”  presses.  The  “D”  type  of  press  is  a variation  of  the  “Star”  press  where  the  steel 
roller  is  cut  in  half  and  the  plate  printer  operates  from  one  side  of  the  press,  a system  of 
pulleys  and  weights  returns  the  bed  to  its  original  position  after  the  proof  has  been  pulled. 
It  is  unfortunate  indeed,  that  few  of  these  proofs  reach  collectors  hands. 

While  all  regular  issues  and  commemoratives,  with  the  exception  of  the  bi-color 
dollar  values,  are  printed  from  these  rotary  presses,  the  better  printing  is  still  done  on 
the  Milligan  plate  presses.  No  way  has  ever  been  found  to  take  the  place  of  hand  wiping. 
There  are  men  who  spend  a lifetime  at  the  plate  presses  and  cannot  qualify  as  good 
printers.  One  has  but  to  look  through  the  Art  Galleries  and  examine  the  engravings  and 
etchings  to  note  how  much  tone  and  other  values  mean  to  the  finished  picture.  Many  of 
our  finest  etchers  today  have  other  people  do  their  printing,  because  this  is  an  art 
itself.  (''^) 

The  art  of  plate  printing  will  probably  pass  from  the  scene  in  regular  commercial 
work.  The  demand  for  speed  and  other  factors  makes  it  practical  only  from  the  quality 
and  artistic  standpoint.  The  fact  that  more  and  more  stamp  collectors  are  going  in  for 
essays  and  proofs  denotes  the  appreciation  of  something  a little  better  than  speed  printed 
stamps.  At  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing,  today,  the  plate  printers  are  hard  at 
work  on  our  currency.  War  Bonds,  the  beautiful  Duck  stamps,  the  dollar  values  of  our 
regular  issue,  and  proofing.  This  last,  I hope,  they  put  on  exhibition  wherever  the 
collector  and  general  interested  public  gather. 


The  Newbury  Medal  Award 

David  Lidman,  Chairman  of  the  Publicity  Committee  E.  P.  S.,  was  awarded  the  first 
Newbury  Medal  at  the  Chicago  Philatelic  Society  59th  Annual  Exhibition  and  Dinner 
on  Nov.  3,  1945.  The  Newbury  Medal  is  an  annual  award  to  the  Chicagoan  considered 
to  have  done  most  for  local  philately  each  year.  Mr.  Lidman  has  prepared  excellent 
general  as  well  as  specialized  releases  to  the  philatelic  press  and  newspapers  calling  at- 
tention to  the  articles  of  merit  appearing  in  the  October  Essay  Proof  Journal  and  we 
expect  this  copious  publicity  to  bring  in  many  new  members.  Other  members  of  the 
Publicity  Committee  will  be  asked  to  rewrite  digests  of  some  of  the  Journal  articles  for 
other  philatelic  magazines. 


The  Sepad  Awards  for  1945 

At  the  Annual  Sepad  National  Exhibition  Banquet  held  on  November  17,  1945  in 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  the  Sepad  Awards  Committee  announced  its  1945  annual  selections  and 
presented  beautiful  bronze  plaques  with  Citations  for  Outstanding  Philatelic  Achievement. 
The  1945  National  Award  was  given  to  Clarence  W.  Brazer  for  his  study  and  writings  on 
Essays  & Proofs  and  for  organizing  the  Essay  Proof  Society  and  editing  its  Journal. 
The  local  1945  Sectional  Award  was  given  to  Irvin  D.  Wolf,  secretary  of  Sepad  and 
director  of  the  1945  Exhibition  for  activity  among  all  the  clubs  composing  Sepad,  which 
is  an  abbreviation  for  South  Eastern  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware.  Julius  Windner  was 
Chairman  of  the  Awards  Committee  and  the  citations  and  presentations  were  made  by 
President  William  L.  McHugh.  The  banquet  hall  was  filled  to  capacity  and  many  Avere 
unable  to  obtain  tickets.  More  ladies  were  present  than  usually  attend  philatelic  banquets.

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Reviews  of  Peblicatioes 

A Proof  Paee  of  U,  S,  3c  1851^57  * 


The  London  Philatelist  for  August,  1945,  publishes  a paper  with  the  above  title  as 
read  before  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  London,  June  14,  1945  by  W.  H.  Milnes  Marsden, 
from  which  we  quote: 

The  pane  of  loo(l)  (less  4 proofs)  of  the  U.  S.  A.  3c.  of  1851-57  is  the  lefthand  pane  of  Plate  4. 
It  has  in  the  left  margin  in  one  line  the  imprint  “Top^an  Carpenter  Casilear  & Co.,  Bank  Note  Engravers, 
Phila.,  New  York,  Boston  & Cincinnati”  and  below  it  No.  4 (the  4 being  reversed). 

In  the  right  margin  hylmm.  from  the  stamps  is  the  greater  part  of  the  thin  dividing  line  between 
the  two  panes.  The  paper  is  thin  wove,  probably  ‘‘India  Paper” (2)  and  the  sheet  is  not  gummed.  Each 
vertical  row  has  been  cancelled  with  a line  of  ink  which  appears  to  have  been  applied  with  a brush. 

It  comes  from  the  archives  of  Messrs.  Bemrose  & Sons  Ltd.,  a large  firm 'of  printers  at  Derby,  and  its 
presence  at  Derby  is  part  of  the  story  of  the  first  perforations  of  the  U.  S.  A.  stamps. 

In  Dr.  Carroll  Chase’s  book,  ‘‘The  3c.  Stamp  of  the  Lhiited  States  1851-1857  Issue,”  he  says  that  he 
owned  a page  from  Lord  Crawford’s  collection  with  a block  of  four  and  two  singles  of  this  3c.  stamp  in  a 
brownish  carmine  colour,  exactly  the  same  as  used  for  certain  late  1856  printings  of  the  issued  stamp,  with  a 
note  by  Lord  Crawford  “Pritited  on  rice  paf^er  for  experimental  purposes  ‘with  a perf orator  at  Derby,  England, 
sho’wing  laid  lines  in  the  paper.”  Dr.  Chase  adds  that  ‘‘the  rice  paper  is  undoubtedly  India  paper” (2)  and 
‘‘They  were  undoubtedly  made  in  1856.  They  are  all  obliterated  with  a heavy  smudge  of  black  iilk  vertically 
through  the  centre  of  each  stamp  and  all  come  from  the  right  pane  of  Plate  4.” 

I am  indebted  to  this  book  for  particulars  of  the  patent  and  the  correspondence,  but  William  Bemrose 
(the  younger)  gave  me  a specimen  of  a similar  stamp,  and  from  the  information  then  obtained  and  other 
local  sources  I had  pieced  together  some  of  the  story  long  before  the  book  was  written.

India,  ri  e and  proof  papers  are  handmade  on  a laid  mould,  while  wove  paper 
is  machine  made  hence  this  paper  cannot  be  both.  A 58mm.  high  bottom  sheet  margin  proof  from  position 
93R  plate  4 of  this  sheet  with  partial  vertical  brush  ink  cancellation  is  now  in  the  Editor’s  collection  and  it  is 
printed  on  handmade  so-called  rice  (or  proof,  not  India)  paper  with  8 vertical  laid  lines  m 10  mm.  Several 
others  have  been  seen  without  sheet  margins. 
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In  December,  1854,  Patent  was  granted  to  Win.  Bemrose  the  younger  and  Henry  Howe  Bemrose 
for  improvements  in  machinery  for  punching  and  perforating  paper.  The  principle  was  a revolving  wheel 
with  cutters  on  its  edge  working  against  another  wheel  with  a slit  to  receive  the  cutters. 

One  of  these  machines  was  supplied  in  October,  1855,  to  Messrs.  Perkins,  Bacon  Sc  Co.,  for  use  in  their 
general  printing  business,  but  sometime  earlier  they  appear  to  have  given  Messrs.  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co. 
an  introduction  to  Bemroses  from  whom  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.  ordered  a machine,  supplied  to  them  in 
March  1856. 

Sometime  during  the  transaction  the  pane  of  stamps  (proofs)  shown  was  furnished  as  a sample,  as  the 
cylinder  and  rouletting  wheels  had  to  be  adjusted  to  fit  the  layout.  How,  when  and  why  it  reached  Messrs. 

Bemrose  is  a matter  of  surmise  on  which  the  correspondence  available  throws  little  light. 

On  October  16,  1855,  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.  wrote  to  W.  Bemrose  & Sons:  “.  . . Messrs.  T.  C.  & 
Co.  are  right  as  to  the  size  of  the  heads  being  alike  in  the  English  and  American  Stamps,  and  they  are  right 
also  as  to  the  number  of  t'zventy  heads  one  ivay,  but  those  tnxccnty  are  not  placed  at  all  the  same  distance 

het’zveen  each  stamp.  . . . Me  have  examined  the  subject  of  shrinkage  of  the  paper  by  gumming,  and 

although  the  American  l^aper  is  less  tough  and  consequently  may  shrink  less  than  the  English  (’we  allude  to 
adhesive  Stamps  in  both  cases),  still  the  difference  occasioned  by  that  circu  instance  alone  must  be  very  trifling, 
and  “zee  find  that  it  amounts  to  so  little  as  not  to  be  worth  mentioning , so  that  you  may  act  upon  this  informa- 
tion or  wait  for  a gummed  sheet  from  the  United  States,  which  ever  you  think  best.” 

This  letter  has  an  important  bearing  on  the  date  when  the  sheet  was  sent  to  England. 

In  it  Perkins,  Bacon  confirm  previous  statements  made  by  Toppan,  Carpenter  Sc  Co.,  and  say  “they 
are  right”  in  this  and  that  which  more  than  implies  that  they  have  actually  examined  a full  sheet. 

They  also  refer  to  the  kind  of  paper  and  say  of  shrinkage  “we  find  that  it  amounts  to  so  little,”  which 
points  to  actual  experiment  and  refer  to  waiting  for  a gummed  sheet.  From  this  it  would  seem  that  an 
ungummed  sheet  or  sheets  had  been  sent  to  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.,  and  that  this  sheet  was  one  of  them. 

One  may  reasonably  assume  that  the  Crawford  copies  came  from  the  right  pane  of  this  sheet  or  from  a 
contemporary  one  if  more  than  one  was  sent,  but  Dr.  Chase’s  statement,  based  on  shade  alone,  “they  were 
undoubtedly  made  in  1856,”  does  not  fit  in  with  the  evidence  of  the  letters. 

Plate  4 was  made  early  in  1855,  the  earliest  dated  copy  being  March  31st,  and  there  was  plenty  of 
time  for  a sheet  from  this  plate  to  be  sent  to  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.  before  their  letter  of  October  i6th  that  year. 

As  the  perforating  machine  was  “on  its  way  to  New  York”  at  March  21,  1856  (letter  Wm.  Bemrose  to 
Perkins,  Bacon  Sc  Co.,  Alay  i,  1856),  the  assumption  is  that  they  did  not  even  “wait  for  a gummed  sheet,” 
but  acted  on  the  information  before  them.  There  would  be  no  point  in  sending  them  sample  sheets  towards 
the  end  of  1836  after  the  machine  was  made  and  delivered. 

The  machine  was  not  a success  as  delivered,  but  in  a postscript  to  a letter  from  Perkins,  Bacon  Sc  Co.  to 
Messrs.  Wm.  Bemrose  & Sons,  dated  January  5,  i860,  they  say:  “We  understand  that  Messrs.  Toppan, 
Carpenter  & Co.,  altered  the  machine  you  made  for  them  so  as  to  perforate  the  American  postage  stamps  by  pins 
instead  of  slitting,  although  we  never  learnt  how  it  was  done.” 

Dr.  Chase  classes  the  stamps  as  “proofs”  from  the  original  plate  made  during  its  period  of  ordinary  use, 
while  Lord  Crawford  goes  no  further  than  to  say  “Printed  on  rice  paper  for  experimental  purposes  with  a 
perforator,”  and  adds  “showing  laid  lines  in  the  paper.” 

Dr.  Chase  does  not  refer  to  the  laid  lines  on  his  copies  but  says  the  rice  paper  is  undoubtedly  India  paper. 
His  book  states  that  India  paper  was  used  for  stamps  printed  for  normal  use.  The  pane  shows  these  lines, 
but  they  are  not  pronounced  enough  for  one  to  call  it  “laid  paper.”  The  paper  is  rather  white  and  soft,  and 
if  wetted  absorbs  water  after  the  manner  of  blotting  paper.  1 have  tried  boiling  a normal  stamp,  and  this 
made  the  paper  react  in  the  same  way.  The  deduction  is  that  the  pane  has  been  sufficiently  soaked  in  shrinkage 
trials  by  Perkins,  Bacon  Sc  Co.  to  wash  out  the  size. 

My  theory  is  that  the  full  sheet  was  from  an  ordinary  printing  made  in  1853,  cancelled  with  ink  to 
prevent  use  of  the  stamps  for  postage,  and  that  the  “rice  paper”  noted  by  Lord  Crawford  is  really  the  result 
of  the  shrinkage  trials. 

We  cannot  agree  with  the  author’s  deductions  in  the  last  two  sentences  quoted  above, 
as  identical  paper (-)  was  used  for  a number  of  other  contemporaneous  essays  and  proofs 
by  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.  now  in  the  Editor’s  collection,  which  has  identically  the  same 
appearance  as  the  paper  on  which  these  proofs  are  printed.  All  this  paper  has  every 
appearance  of  not  having  been  sized  or  shrunk. 


Selo  for  July,  1945  published  by  A.  Molder,  Casade  Filatelia,  R.  i de  Dezembro,  lOi, 
3.,  Lisbon,  Portugal,  has  upon  its  first  page  a photo  and  tribute  to  the  late  Franklin 
Delano  Roosevelt.

The  interesting  article  by  Charless  Hahn,  “Mother  of  Postage  Stamps”  in  The 
Essay-Proof  Journal  No.  5,  also  brings  to  mind  the  influence  of  the  first  British  stamps 
on  the  designing  of  stamps  by  other  designers  and  engravers.  This  influence  is  well  known 
in  the  case  of  the  first  issue  of  New  South  Wales. 

The  question  of  introducing  adhesive  stamps  for  the  prepayment  of  postage  in  the 
Colony  was  brought  to  a head  by  the  passage  in  October  1849  of  a bill  “For  The  Estab- 
lishment Of  The  Uniform  Rate  Of  Postage,  and  To  Consolidate  And  Amend  The  Law  For 
ITe  Conveyance  and  Postage  of  Letters.”  Clauses  15,  and  16  of  this  bill  provided  for  the 
introduction  of  Postage  Stamps. 

The  Colonial  Secretary  Sir  Edward  Thompson,  as  soon  as  the  Act  was  passed,  wrote 
the  Postmaster  General,  James  Raymond,  urging  that  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  im- 
mediately for  giving  effect  to  the  said  . Act,  and  in  particular  the  procuring  of  adhesive 
postage  stamps. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  letter  the  Postmaster  General  got  in  touch  with  one  of  the  best 
known  engravers  in  Sydney,  one  Robert  Clayton,  of  Castlereagh  St.  Mr.  Clayton  prepared 
a number  of  essays,  six  of  which  we  illustrate: — 

These  essays  are  in  the  Tapling  Collection  in  the  British  Museum.  Notice  the 
similarity  of  the  design  to  that  of  the  then  current  ip.  British  stamps. 

Essays  i,  2,  and  3,  were  produced  from  two  dies,  one  for  the  frame,  and  one  for  the 
center  with  the  diadem  head.  Of  the  three  illustrations  of  this  type  the  flrst  is  in  red, 
the  second  is  in  blue,  while  the  third  is  bi-colored,  the  frame  being  red  and  the  center  in 
blue.  This  is  a very  early  example  of  bi-color  essays,  although  the  Swiss  Cantonal  stamps 
were  issued  as  early  as  1845  with  two  or  more  colors  on  the  same  stamp.

The  other  three  illustrated  (No.  4,  5,  6)  are  also  essays  hy  Clayton.  These  are  the 
prototypes  of  the  “Sydney  Views.”  The  ip  is  in  red,  the  2p  in  blue,  and  the  3p  is  bi- 
colored, blue  and  red!  Observe  the  mispelling  of  the  motto  “Sic  Fortis  Etruria  Crevit” 
as  “Portis,”  and  “Etturia.” 

We  might  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  ip  Sydney  View  essay  is  an  impres- 
sion of  the  2p,  printed  in  red,  and  the  “Two  Pence”  cut  from  it,  the  words  “One  Penny” 
being  cut  from  an  impression  of  Type  I,  and  inserted  to  complete  the  design.  The  Two 
Pence  Essay  was  discovered  by  E.  D.  Bacon  some  years  later  in  the  Avery  Collection. 
(No.  6)  It  was  originally  on  the  same  sheet  with  No.  i,  2,  and  3. 

Thomas  Ham,  of  Port  Philip  (now  Melbourne),  also  submitted  essays  of  three  de- 
signs Nos.  7,  8 and  9 on  the  same  plate,  only  one  of  which  was  complete.  Notice  again  the 
similarity  to  the  British  stamps  then  current. 

Two  impressions  from  this  plate  are  in  the  Tapling  Collection  both  on  glazed  card. 
The  illustration  shows  the  impression  of  the  blue  stamp,  while  the  other  impression  is  in 
red,  and  has  the  notation  “id.  This  red  can  be  a little  lighter  T.  H.”.  Ham  is  the  well 
known  printer  of  the  early  Victorian  stamps. 

Clayton’s  work  was  not  considered  satisfactory,  and  another  engraver  John  Carmichael

Furthermore  the  stamps  were  printed  by  still  another  party,  Charles  Kay  at  the  rate 
of  £3-15-0  per  thousand  sheets,  the  press  being  supplied  by  the  Government. 

Proofs  from  the  3p  plate  engraved  by  Jervis  are  also  known  to  exist,  in  black  on 

yellow  card,  and  in  green  on  thin  white  card.

Dr.  iVIuscalus  has  for  years  been  a collector  and  a student  of  our  obsolete  bank 
notes,  and  the  above  title  indicates  the  sort  o,f  fruit  that  may  sometimes  be  borne  in  a 
hobby  orchard.  As  stated  in  the  introduction  to  this  treatise,  with  the  early  incorporation 
of  banks  in  the  United  States  it  became  a common  practice  for  States  to  reserve  for 
themselves  the  right  to  subscribe  to  some  of  the  stock,  with  the  result  that  money  dis- 
tributed to  school  districts  by  the  State  was,  in  some  instances,  derived  entirely  or  almost 
entirely  from  bank  stock  investments  or  taxation  of  banks.  Devoting  a chapter  to  each 
State,  the  author  traces  the  history  of  this  practice  in  Delaware,  Connecticut,  New  York, 
\"irginia,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  Kentucky,  Vermont,  North 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire,  Alabama,  Maine,  Pennsylvania, 
Indiana,  IMassachusetts,  Missouri,  Ohio,  Arkansas,  and  Florida. 

Regardless  of  his  interest  in  this  phase  of  the  history  of  education  as  such,  the  col- 
lector will  certainly  be  interested  in  facts  here  related  about  banks  that  may  be  repre- 
sented in  his  own  collection,  and  his  background  knowledge  of  the  general  subject  of  banks 
and  bank  notes  will  be  profitably  enhanced.

It  contains  144  pages, 
listing  several  thousand  obsolete  notes.  Previously,  the  author  had  published  privately 
a number  of  practical  pamphlets  on  bank  notes,  among  them  being  the  following:  An 
Index  of  State  Bank  Notes  that  Illustrate  Characters  and  Events,  55  pages;  An  Index 
of  State  Bank  Notes  that  illustrate  Presidents , 24  pages;  The  Liezvs  of  Towns,  Cities, 
Falls  and  Buildings  Illustrated  on  iSoo-1866  Bank  Paper  Money,  lO  pages;  and  Famous 
Paintings  Reproduced  on  Paper  Money  of  State  Banks,  1800-1866,  8 pages;  all  of  which 
may  be  obtained  from  the  author.  This  reviewer  has  found  these  several  booklets  very 
useful  indeed  in  studying  obsolete  bank  notes  from  the  standpoint  of  the  intriguing 
vignettes  thev  contain.

In  regard  to  the  above  lots  we  append  the  following  notes,  viz: 

NOTE  1.  Mr.  Ginger  placed  Carmichael’s  Ip  Diadem  essay,  and  Crown  essays 
with  the  Diadem  issue.  We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  evidence  that  these  were 
essays  for  the  Diadem  issue.  The  New  South  Wales  Handbook  by  A.  F.  Basset  Hull, 
assigns  the  Ip  to  the  first  issue,  and  intimates  that  the  Crown  essays  were  for  the 
Laureated  issue,  the  plates  of  the  Ip,  2p  (PI  1),  3p,  6p  (PI  1),  and  the  Registration 
stamp,  being  engraved  by  Carmichael.  The  idea  of  having  stamps  engraved  in  Lon- 
don was  discussed  as  early  as  1851,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that,  when  the  decision 
was  definitely  made  in  185  4 to  have  the  low  values  engraved  in  London.  Carmichael’s 
original  essay  (No.  11  lE-Cj),  was  sent  as  a model  thus  being  the  basis  for  the  Dia- 
dem design  as  engraved  by  Perkins  & Bacon. 

NOTE  2.  The  original  design  for  the  Garter  design  was  by  T.  W.  Levinge,  at 
first  a clerk  in  the  G.  P.  O.,  and  later  Postal  Inspector.  He  received  about  $10.00 
for  his  drawings. 

NOTE  3.  A small  number  of  8p  blue  proofs  were  used  for  postage,  in  error, 
hence  the  unusual  instance  of  i)roofs  occurring  on  cover! 

NOTE  4.  Messrs.  De  La  Rue  began  printing  N.  S.  W.  stamps  in  1862,  eventu- 
ally printing  all  of  N.  S.  W.  stamps. 
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We  might  conclude  by  remarking  that  the  catalogue  of  this  collection  with  its 
cover  illustrations  of  magnificent  blocks  in  color,  is  a veritable  annotated  handbook 
of  the  engraved  issues  (185  0-63),  of  this  most  interesting  colony,  and  a model  for 
future  auction  catalogers  of  exceptional  property  to  follow.  It  is  rather  an  interest- 
ing coincidence  that  the  article  appearing  on  page  ....  was  written  last  spring, 
before  it  was  known  that  the  Ginger  collection  would  be  sold.  We  are  glad  to  have 
the  opportunity  of  publishing  both  the  article  and  the  review  of  the  Essay  and 
Proof  lots  in  the  same  number  of  this  JOURNAL.

Good  and  Welfare — Dr.  Brazer  reported  that  at  a meeting  of  the  Study  Groups  Committee  of  the 
Collectors  Club,  the  nine  Specialized  groups  meeting  in  the  building  were  invited  indi\'idually  to  make 
applications  for  a suitable  date  with  regard  to  an  Annual  Exhibitmn  to  be  held  in  the  Collectors  Club 
building.

His  exhibit  included  nearly  all  die  essays,  large  and 
small  die  proofs,  India  plate  proofs  in  singles,  blocks  of  4,  and  in  blocks  of  16,  Atlanta  trial  colors  in 
blocks  of  four,  “Goodall”  die  proofs  of  each  in  five  colors,  many  large  die  trial  colors,  the  rare  19 IS 
printings  of  small  die  proofs  only  4 of  each  known.  1865 — Si  1O1  Ji'id  ^scts.  “Adopted  proofs,”  card  proofs 
in  pairs,  also  i86s  essay  for  Package  Post  by  Nat.  Bank  Note  Co.,  progress  proofs  some  signed  by  T.  M. 
Morris,  Sr.,  also  a facsimile  of  a receipt  stub  used  by  the  post  office  dept,  for  attaching  newspaper  stamps 
with  stamp  attached.  An  interesting  feature  of  this  stub  is  the  fact  that  only  five  stamps  of  various 
denominations  were  necessary  to  make  the  amount  of  postage  required  by  combination  of  stamps  from  2cts. 
to  60.00  values. 

The  Smeltzer  collection  of  newspapers  and  periodicals  Essays  and  Proofs  is  the  most  complete  known  in 
collectors  hands  and  we  note  from  a program  shown  by  Julian  Blanchard,  that  the  Fort  Orange  Club  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.  has  invited  Air.  Smeltzer  to  show  there  on  October  16. 

Dr.  Coopersmith  displayed  bank  notes  of  designs  similar  to  the  1847  stamps.  Die  proofs,  specimens  and 
trial  colors,  e.xperimentals  with  the  locts.,  vignettes  similar  to  the  stamps,  also  an  envelope  with  a 5cts. 
stamp  (1847)  addressed  to  Rawdon,  Wright  & Hatch.  He  also  showed  a bank  note,  earliest  known,  July  2, 
1832  of  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.  with  similar  1847  vignettes. 

Dr.  Brazer  showed  a philatelic  magazine,  Costa  Rica  Filatelica  recognizing  our  publication  and  giving 
us  a free  ad.

Sales  Department 


The  Sales  Department  of  the  Essay  Proof  Society  has  been  in  operation  for  one  year. 
It  was  established  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  belief  that  it  would  he  an  advantageous 
service  to  the  membership,  offering  the  opportunity  to  members  to  dispose  of  duplicate 
material  and  to  purchase  needed  items.  During  the  year  of  operation,  material  amounting 
to  $1547.55  was  submitted  to  the  Sales  Manager  and  placed  into  circulation  by  the  Sales 
M anager.  Of  this  material  one  circuit  amounting  to  $38.85  was  returned  to  the  owner  on 
request  of  the  Examiner  and  another  lot  amounting  to  $239.50  was  returned  to  the  owner 
due  to  his  unwillingness  to  allow  the  material  sufficient  time  to  circulate  among  the 
membership.  The  net  amount  circulated  therefore  was  $1269.20  of  which  $633.30  was 
sold.  This  is  about  50%  of  the  total  submitted,  an  excellent  showing  indeed. 

H owever,  the  Sales  Department  is  not  sufficiently  supported  with  material.  It  has 
no  difficulty  in  selling  material.  The  difficulty  is  in  securing  enough  material  to  sell. 
Since  June  1945  only  two  circuits  have  been  received  by  the  sales  manager.  This  is 
insufficient  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  Department  and  indicates  a lack  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  membership  in  what  was  hoped  to  be  an  advantageous  service  to  them.  To 
my  mind,  judging  from  the  many  offers  of  proofs  and  essays  in  various  auction  sales, 
there  is  plenty  of  material  for  sale.  The  Sales  Department  could  be  a huge  success  if 
owners  of  material  would  use  it  to  dispose  of  their  surplus.  The  commission  is  small, 
much  less  than  the  average  auction  commission,  the  material  will  be  sold  at  your  own 
price,  and  is  offered  to  those  interested  in  such  material.  Unless  the  Sales  Department 
receives  better  support  from  the  membership  by  receiving  material  to  sell,  it  perhaps  might 
be  opportune  for  the  Board  of  Directors  to  consider  abandoning  this  project.
